2. On the other Hand I propoſe, That it 
ſhould be made the Intereſt of Men in the 
lower Claſs of Life, chearfully and willingly 
to ſerve their King and Country by propot- - 
ing to them fome more adequate Reward for 
the mahy and great Hazards they run, than 
they can or do expect at preſent. If the Pay 
of a Seaman per Month be pretty near the 
Sum, a Man can gain by his Labour, then 
he will be encouraged thereby to inlift, eſpe- 
cially when he conſiders, that his Wife and 
Children will be maintained with the Half 
of his Pay, and not be reduc'd to ask Alms 
of the Pariſh. And likewiſe if he ſhould- 
die in his Majeſty's Service, future Proviſion 
will be made for them. And again, 9 
what Courage muſt he go forth to War, 
when likewiſe he ſhall thereby be diſcharged 
rom all ls:Debes. Io... 
3. I humbly apprehend, That there ne- 
ver will be wanting Seamen for his Majeſty's 
Sea-Service, for even the Women themſelves 
will be for their Husbands taking .a-Yeat's 
Run upon the Sea, that they may be freed 
from their Debts, and that they may after- 
wards live peaceably and happy the Kemain- 
de, of their Days. Likewiſe, if it ſhould fo

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his Majeſty's Service, a future and ſure Pro- 
viſion would be made for them and their 
Children, | 

Theſe Reaſons I hope are ſufficient to juſti- 
fy my Propoſal, but leſt theſe ſhould not be 
thought ſo, I will add, That I humbly ap- 
prehend, That by this Means a ſufficient 
Number of Men will be always ready to 1n- 
liſt in his Majeſty's Service upon Beat of 
Drum, and this ſtanding Army of Men al- 


ways ready to Man our Fleets will render 


England the Terror of the whole World. 
Even the Courage of Future Britains will 
then exceed that of their Anceſtors. And 
one Engliſhman will be able to beat his Thou- 
ſands. | 

But methinks, I hear the Objector thus 
Whiſpering, How grievous muſt the Taxes 
be, to ſupport ſo exceſſive a Charge. 

To this I anſwer, That the . of 
the Navy will be encreaſed, it is certain, a- 
bout a fourth, for it is not propoſed, that 
there ſhould be more Ships or more Men, or 
that the Salaries of the ſeveral Officers ſhould. 
be doubled. This being the Caſe ſuppoſe 
Sixpence in the Pound was added to the 
Land-Tax, it would raiſe the Sum wanted for

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The Number of Penſioners might be dec reaſ- 
ed, and the Sum of Money for ſecret Servi- 
ces limited, the Salaries of Placemen might 
be reduced and their Number likewiſe, and 
this to extend to all Perſons under his Maje- 
ſty, to the Commiſſioners of the Exciſe, of 
the Navy, and their Officers, but not to the 
great Officers of the Revenue, becauſe the 
Saving will be ſufficient to the End propoſed 
without curtailing their Salaries. But ſup- 

ſe this impracticable, or even unworthy in 
itſelf, the late Exciſe Scheme, revived, 
would find, without burthening in the leaſt 
the Publick, a ſufficient Supply, for tho' the 
People are Enemies to that Scheme, it is be- 
cauſe they do not rightly underſtand it, nor 
have I now room to enlarge on that Head, 
and explain 1t to the People. 

But, if I am miſtaken in providing a ſuf- 
ficient Supply without a new Tax, I ſhall 
humbly ſubmit that and my Propofal to the 
Judgment of my Superiors, all that I have to 
ſay is, That if a Bill could be brought into 
the Houſe containing the Particulars propoſ- 
ed, it would render our Navy the Dread of 
Europe, and a Terror to the whole World,
